FRANCE LENDS TO 
WOUNDED POILUS 


Paris, Nov. 18.— (By Mail)— France 
has provided a wfay by 
which 
ber 
wounded soldiers, under certain liber­ 
al conditions, m ay borrow' money at 
one per cent, for 25 years, to finance 
farm ing or gardening projects. 
These persons may borrow, 
under 
the new plan, from real estate m ort­ 
gage associations 
and 
agricultural 
loan associations; 
Form er soldiers and marines re ­ 
ceiving pensions from the state 
for injuries or infirmities due to 
war. 
Widows of such 
men, 
whose 
husbands died in service. 
Dependents of 
soldiers, 
pro­ 
vided they are eligible to certain 
pensions or annuities and are eli­ 
gible to insurance in laborers’ and 
peasants’ retirem ent fund. 
’The loans which m ortgage and a g ­ 
ricultural loan association are author­ 
ized to make to these persons are in­ 
tended to benefit only those whose fo r­ 
tunes or health, or both, have been in­ 
jured or retarded by the war, and 
whose means will noc allow them t< 
undertake the refinancing or recon­ 
struction of their little 
properties in 
the usual way. 
Hence, it is specified th a t the loans 
shall be authorized for acquiring, m an ­ 
aging, transform ing and reconstruct­ 
ing small rural properties, without re: 
gard to area, of which the value does 
not exceed $1,930. 
The 25-year limit 
for completing repaym ent applies only 
'n those who shall not be more than 
>0 years old when the last payment is 
clue. 
Terms of the loan are so arranged 
hat the association making it cannot 
suffer any loss by reason of the death 
of the borrower. 
He m ust 
contract 
with the national insurance fund for 
paym ent of the unpaid balance in case 
>f his death before paym ents are com­ 
pleted bv him. 
But the borrow er suf­ 
fers no inconvenience by reason of this 
•ontract, as the insurance premium is 
paid all at once, and the amount of the 
premium, together w ith costs of nego- 
‘iating the loan, is 
added 
to 
the 
I mount borrowed. 
The lending association also is pro­ 
moted against nonpayment of install­ 
ments, as it is authorized to attach otie 
fifth of the annuity or pension unpaid, 
provided such attachm ent does not re­ 
duce the pension or annuity by more 
than ha’f, or to a sum less than $69.48. 
The loan associations will receive 
advances of money from the govern­ 
ment for the purpose of making this 
special class of loans for rehabilitating 
lie men whoi h aw fought for PmTtrer 
or the widows and children of such 
men. 
A special commission investi­ 
gates each case, and upon its recom­ 
mendation the m inister of agriculture 
cr the m inister of social welfare makes 
he advances to the loan associations. 
No interest is required of the associa­ 
tions, but they 
are 
permitted 
to 
barge the borrow er one per cent to 
•over the additional expense of ot>era- 
*ion imposed by this class of business. 
In short, the government lends tho 
•loney .to the small farm er through 
he avency of the associations a'ready 
established to be repaid in installm ent5 
»ver a period of 25 years, arni the cop* 
o the borrow er is nominal. Nobodv 
•'convenienced, and tho repaym ent o*- 
the borrowed sum s is sure. 
The pensioned soldiers, widowed, or 
♦ependents who take advantage of the 
French governm ent’s offer are enc<w,r- 
(ged to m arry and re a r families. The 
property on which the money is borrow ­ 
ed may be declared a homestead, giv- 
ng the owner about the same rights 
‘hat a “ hom esteader” settling on gov­ 
ernm ent land in the United State* ac­ 
quired in th e land settlem ent days fol­ 
lowing the civil war. 
U nm arried per­ 
sons taking a homestead under the new 
French plan m ust m arry within three 
years, or any interested person may 
cause the homestead declaration to he 
set aside. For each chibl horn to tho 
homesteader the state will place to the 
credit of the borrow er one-half of one 
nor cent of the original loan every 
year. In other words, if the rehabili­ 
tated so’dier has two children ufter 
making his new home, he will not 
have to pay any interest, and if he 
has more than two children the gov- 
em m en t will be paying him interest 
on the money he has borrowed.

INCREASED BY COUNTY 


A meeting of unusual interest was 
held by the Social Service League in 
their rooms Monday evening. 
President Riddle, the city manager. 
presided, and Questions pertaining to 
Christmas needs and the caring for 
the poor, needy and sick 
were dis­ 
cussed. 
Every one, especially at this 
time of year, wants to do something 
Lo help the unfortunate and to express 
their love and sympathy for suffering 
humanity in some 
substantial 
and 
tangible way. 
Miss Johnson, 
the 
city/ 
nurse, 
states that she would be glad to give 
in the name of needy persons, either 
ehildren or aged persons, as one may 
wish, to whom a basket OI provisions 
or a gift of any kind would be 
very 
acceptable and kindly received. 
This 
is an opportunity for everyone to be 
“A Good Fellow” and to do an act of 
real kindness on Christmas Day. 
One of the greatest problems that 
the Social Service League 
has 
to 
pol vc. is. the steady maintenance 
of 
needy families, families of which the 
father is dead. 
The children can not 
be allowed to suffer, and as 
the 
re­ 
sources of the League are very lim­ 
ited, it takes very fine' management 
on the part of Mrs. Robertson, the So­ 
cial Service, worker, to make a little 
go a long way. 
The Social Service is'asked again 
and again, why Greene county 
does 
not provide for its Mother's Pension? 
Why are the counties abound us put­ 
ting- us to shame on this 
question? 
Who is responsible for the shortage — 
and how can they explain it? 
Why 
is not the state law upon this sub­ 
ject enforced? 
If the county would 
assume 
its 
share of the responsibility the Social 
Service would be able to supplement 
its work. 
Put the Mothers' Pension 
is not charity, nor are poor mothers 
of minor children objects of charity. 
The state owes this milch to the com­ 
ing generations to se#' 
that 
homes 
are riot broken, nor cluldren needless­ 
ly forced into institutions and the peo 
pie of Greene County 
must see to it 
that their own mothers receive their 
Just apoortionment. 
The State of Ohio bus provided by 
statute that the widowed mothers of 
minor children shall be paid a mot ti­

Mrs. Chara J. Downes, as widow and 
adm inistrator of Michael J. Downes, 
who was killed w hile in the exercise 
of his duties as ar .brakeman for the 
I*. C. C. and St. U Railway Company 
last August IT, brought suit W ednes­ 
day to recover $35,000 damages, be­ 
cause of his death. 
W illiam (I. McAdoo, 
as 
dfrector 
general of railroads, is named as de­ 
fendant in the action. 
This is the 
first time 
that a suit of any 
con.s<v 
quence has been brought against a 
railroad company in this county since 
the railroads have been tinder govern­ 
m ent control. 
The petition, which was filed 
for 
Mrs. 
Downes by A ttorneys 
Marcus 
Shoup and J. Kenneth W illiam son, re­ 
cites that the defendant negligently 
maintained, on the right of way of the 
P. C. C. and St. L. Railway company, 
a short distance east of the old bag­ 
gage room and telephone office in this 
city, between its Cincinnati track, and 
the* middle 
track or track 
number 
forty, an Iron standpipe 
or 
water 
crane. 
That this stand pipe or water 
crane was less than 15 inches 
from 
the side ladders of cars passing 
on 
the middle track, and of such insuffi­ 


cient distance from the said 
tracks 
and cars that it was nett reasonably 
safe to defendant’s 
conductors 
and 
brakemen to be on the sid es and side 
ladders of freight, cars, and that its 
position rendered the m iddle track ail 
unsafe place to work. 
Ii avers that w hile in the exercise 
of his duties, and while using ordinary 
care. M ichael J. Downes w as carried
